Nominations witl close on the 3lst 
of January and ballots must be .in 
the hands of the registrar by March 
the 8th. Any three members of con- 
vocation may nominate a candidate 
for election for the office of chancel- 
lor or member of the, senate. No 
special forms are required on whieh 
to send in these nominations and pub- 
lication im the Gazette is the only 
notitication. required by the act to be 
sent to the members of convocation 
in regard to the receiving of nomina- 
tions. After the close of nominations 
the registrar will forward voting pap- 
ers to all members of convocation so 
that all may have a voice in the mat- 
ter of the selection of the chancellor 
and members of the senate.

FORCED WAY FROM FORTRESS, 


Convict Escaped From Prison of Sch- 
lusselburg, Was Receptured, 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 3.—t or the first 
time in living memory, a convict had 
escaped from the island fortress of 
Schlusselburg, in the Neva, Russia. 
While working in the afternoon in 
the open air, the convict scaled the 
Wall with the aid of a rope and sub- 
sequently, though chained, walked all 
night across the ice of Lake Ladoga 
towards the Bugrovsky lighthouse. 
Harly on the following morning the 
Man was discovered by some peasants 
and was seized and taken back to the 
prison. 

The Schlusselburg fortress, rich in 
memories of the battles between Ius- 
sians and Swedes, is, seen from the 
river, a} place of okd walls and low, 
round watch towers.

Calgary, Jan. 56—That the city ds 
swarming with unemployed and des- 
titute men, and that their sufferings 


have been intense during the cold 


Weulher, is the condition of affairs 
brought to the attention of the mayor 
and city commissioners by a petition 
circulated in the city ny Superintend- 
ent McKillop, of the Gospel missicn, 
and presented to the commissioners 
yesterday morning. 

The petition suggests that a muni- 
cipal lodging house at which some 
kind of test as to the applicant's wil- 
lingness to work be established where 
taen willing to work might secure 
enough work to entitle them to a bed 
and meals, 

“IT think that the best way to deal 
with these unemployed men is to have 
a rock pile at which they could be 
put to work and break up enough 
stone to keep our streets in repair,” 
said Mayor Mitchell, in talking the 
matter over with a reporter today, 

The commissioners are taking the 
matter up with Superintendent Me- 
Donald, of the Associated Charit 
which jis partly supported by contri- 
butions from the city treasury.

MISSING MINERS COME 
OUT SAFE FROM MINE 


Deputy Managers Purchass and Fer- 
guson Reported Killed Reach the 
Mouth After Having Travellet Sev- 
eral Mites of the Underground 
Workings in Sydney, N.S., Colliery. 

Sydney, N.S. Jan. 5—The two 
deputy managers, Purchass and Fer- 


guecn, Who were missing and re t- 
ed killed in the explosion in No. 3 
mine of the Nova Scotia Steel and 
Coal Co., emerged safely last evening, 
after having travelled several miles 
of the workings. 

They state there is no fire in the 
pit nor has there been any, The 
foree of the explosion extended to a 
eomparatively small section on the 
south side only. 


Rig falls of stone have interrupted 
the progress of the searching for the 
bodies of the six men who lost their 
lives. In fact No. 4 landing is com- 
pletely closed. 

COMPLAINS OF RAILWAY RATES, 

Mr. ©. T. Miland, an elderly Nor- 
wegian from North Dakota, who has 


recently arrived in Edmonton in 
search of land, complains loudly of 
the conditions under which immi- 


grants are brought from the States 
by the railway companies, He wish- 
ed to go to Mannville on the C, N. 
R. but was urged by the C. P. R. 
agent he accosted, to buy his ticket 
via Canadian Pacific, through Cal- 
gary and that anything over the cent 
a mile fare paid would be refunded 
The certificate he obtained from the 
immigration authorities procured him 
the regular cent a mile rate to Cal- 
gary. Here he was instructed to pur- 
chase a full fare ticket to Edmon<on, 
the excess to be refunded on his re- 
turning to Calgary. He now wishes 
to go down the line to Mannville via 


c.N. Rk. If he returns to Edmonton 
he finds he will receive no refund 
from the C. N. R,, but ff he does 
not, he will forfeit his refund from 
the Cc. P. R. He can now either pay 
full fare back to Winnipeg or g0 


back by Calgary and take the chance 
of receiving a refund which, with the 
longer mileage, will make it rather 
unprofitable. If he refuses to do 
either he can wire to Winnipeg to 
railway headquarters, but in that 
event, will be out four or five dollars. 
The whole trouble js that the railways 
get these men up here, with the idea 
that they can travel anywhere at a 
cent a mile and when they arrive 
here they find that these privileges 
are only secured, by previously pur- 
chasing a ticket, as there are no of- 
ficials in Edmonton with the author- 
ity to sell at the cent a mile rates even 
had they their settlers certileates, 
which are usually surrendered on the 
train 

The whole arrangement, particu- 
larly where there are competing rail- 
way lines, is far from satisfactory as 
the present case shows. Mr, Miland 
will be foreed to expend some consid- 
erable money further, unless he 
wishes to go back without having seen 
the country.

SECRET SIGN ON 
DEAD MAN'S FACE 


Two Hundred Armed Oficers of 
London Are Scouring East.Eud 
of London For Anarchists.
